A large roward was
offered for their detection; detectives were cm-

sloyed, and In the valn effort to bring them to
justice mbout #20,000 wos spent. But no clue
could be found; they had covered up their tracks
too well, and for nearly tén vears the matier
remalned a mystery. But about one year ngo
a snit for borrowed money was brought agalnst
Ketchum, the ex-Treasurer, by Jumes Brown, one
of the leading eitizens of that county, & man
reputed to be worth over a hundred thousand
dollars, and this led to the exposure of the whole
matter connected with the robbery. Ketchum at
once mide s clean breast of 1t, The plot to rob
the safe was concopted between himself and
Hrown. After they had secured the mopey
Brown, in order 1o disnrm suspiclon, bound sud
gagred Ketehum, and left him o the eondition
in whilch he was found In the offige on the night
of the robbery. Brown was lmmediately arrestod.
He applied for o change of venue, snd the trinl
wus trunkferred to Licklng county. At Newark
last week the trlal was concluded; he wis con-
victed and soptenced to ten yoars in the peni
fentlary wnd to pay u fine of 40,000,

wWhom President Grant has just nominsted to the
Eenate an our Minister $o Great Britain, to susceod
i party by the name of Johuson," was born at Dor.
chester, Mass, on the 10th of April, 1814, and grado-
sted st Harvard University fn 1881, Hi& lahors from
“arly manhood have beon devoted to belles-lettres.
After contributing to various standard periodicals, ho
dotermined to apply bimsell  the history of Hol-
land, and after alx years of hard stody he produced
hl!}lﬂ‘l! work on *“The Rise of the Duteh Ropub-
fie," and published ftin 1685 tn London, It pawsnd
through many editions, and was transdated into the
Dutch and French, with n preface by the great Von
Brink, the Duteh philosopher, sud by Gualgot,
the French phllosopher., Its male was enormons
in thia and other couutrlem, and it Aoon Koper-
feded  all other authorities on  that Nubject,
This great work was followed, In 1880, by wnother
on “T'he United Netherlands,* which hecame rnually
popnilar s o standard book. These great literary
triumphs gave him such a position that he w:u.}
elcoted a member of nearly nll the learned socletica
In Europe. One of the Arst acts of Prosident Lincoln
was to appoint Mr. Motley Ameriean Minlstor to the
court of Anstris, a position In which he attained un
envieble reputation as athorough and accompllshed
diplcmatist. 10 was while reslding at the Aastrian
Court that he completed his second great work on
the U'nited Netherlands; and just as he had collsoted
the materinls to begin i “History of the Seven
Years' War In the Netherlands,” MoUrneKen turaed
up a8 an  eavesdropper, and  poursd  Aach
fcundalons  gousip  Into  the cars  of Mr.
Bewurd, thut that funotionary directied
to Mr. Motley certain impertinent interrogatories
ubiout his alleged misconduot, amd foreed him Lo re-
dign ut once or gaoritice His self-rospect,. Mr. Motley
relurned 1o the United States o the fall of 1847, and
Bince then has not taken o very active part in pabille
Iife. By maopy it was hoped that President Grant
would call him into s Cabinet as Secretary of State,
but os this was not thought advisable by the Presi-
dont, the counutry felt confident that he would be sent
to England a8 successor to Roverdy Johnson, His
pomination to this lmportant position will Le re-
cclved with ratlsfaction by the entire people,
The Hon. John Juy,
of New York, who was regarded as a formidable
competitor for the English mission, and who was o
prominent cundidate for the mission to Austrin when
It wis given to Mr, Motley in 1861, now recelves thia
latter position.  He 18 a descendant of the celebirated
Chlef Justice of the United States in the early davs of
the republie, and 8 regarded a8 fully competent for
the position o0 which he has been appointed. He
succeeds the Hon, Heory M. Watts, of this city,
whose recall id made necessary in order that, while
Pennsyivania recelves but one frdt-closs forvign
appointment,
Ex-Giovernor Andrew (G, Curtin,
of this State, may be sent to St Petersburg, ns the
puccessor of Casslug M. Clay, Mr, Curting ns ls well
known, was frst elected Governor of Pennayivaols
in 1660, his competitor baving been the Hon. Henry
D. Foster, who now contests with John Covode the
right to represent In Congress the Twenty-first
district of this State. Governor Curtin’s majority in
1860 waa over 82,000, aml so satisfactory was
his  administration of the affuird. of  the
Btate during the dwrk duyg of the war
that he wus renominated In 1863, and again electwl,
over the Hono George W. Woodward, then Chief
Justice of the State, by 4 majority of over 16,000, in a
greatly Increascd vote. On the expiration of hig
second term he retired to private life, untd the Chi-
cago Convention of 1868, when he became o formida-
ble candidate for the position of Viee-Presideat on
the ticket with General Grant.  Defeated in this as-
piration, his friends began at once to press his name
for a Cabluet position, snd by thelr Indisorect zeal
Immediately preceding the Innugurition of Predldent
Grant, not only ensnred hls defeat for a Cabinet
position, but came near wrecking all his hopes of
any other iImportant position under the new adminis.
tration. Governor Curtin ls still in the prime of 1ife,
and hia friends in all parta of the country will rejoles
to find that Colonel MeClure did not succeed n
crushing ont all his hopes for the future.
Ebenczer [ Bassetty Esqg.,

whom Presldent Grant has nomivated as Minister to
Haytl, 18 a colored man, and for a number of years
hes been the Prineipal of the Colored High School of
this ¢ity. The person whom the Présldant has thus
pelected to represent the clalma of the African ele-
ment of our population 1o diplomasie honors (8 o gen-
tlemen and @ scholar in every sense of the word, Mr,
Bassett's father was a hard-worklug farmer in Con-
neaticnt, in which State he wid born. ' While a youth
he devoted himself to study with great perseyveranes,
and gradoated at the Birmiogham Academy and State
Normal sSchool, subsequently attending the olasaes
and lectares at Yale College, although he was not
pormitted to become @ regular student at that insti-
tution.
